On February 23, 1951} the Senior NSC Staff agreed that the 
NSC 79 project on United States and allied war objectives j 
should be completed in two sections and that the section on 
the above subject, including a plan for reduction and regula- 
tion of armaments and armed forces, should be completed as a 
matter of priority. On May 24, 1951, the Senior Staff agreed 
that the completion of this project would provide an important 
background for obtaining popular support for U. S. national 
security policies. 

Report by the Secretaries rtf State and Defense in connection 
with the plan referred to above, adopted by the Council (NSC 
Action No, 511) and approved by the President as NSC 112. On 
July 10- 1951, the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the 
first step toward completion of this project and that further 
work would proceed in the light of Council action on NSC 112. 
Awaiting re-examination by the Senior State Member of this 
project and the one below, with a view to expediting their 
completion or proposing their cancellation. 


UJlmD. STATES AND ALLI ED WAR CBJECTB/ES IN THE EVENT OF GLCBAL 
WAR 

(NSC 79; Memo for NSC from Executive Secretary, same subject,

JCS memo (NSC 79) circulated for Council information and 
referred to the Staff for use in the preparation of a report. 
The Senior Staff designated an ad hoc group to draft a report 
to include both a statement of war objectives in the event of 
global war, and such related questions as a statement of the 
conditions tiiat the U. S. would be willing to accept for a 
peaceful, settlement with the USSR and its satellites.

At the direction of the President, a letter from the Acting 
Secretary of Defense on the subject (NSC 97) was referred to 
the Director of Defense Mobilization to develop a national 
petroleum program leading to l^he complete supply of allied re- 
quirements for consideration by the NSC.

At the request of the Senior ODM Member a "Refining Supple- 
ment" to the basic report transmitted by the reference memo of 
August 3 and a report on "Petroleum Transportation in the 
United States" which also supplements this basic report 
transmitted by tiie reference memos of February 27 and March 17 
for the information of the Senior Staff. Report by the Senior 
State Member on developments in foreign countries in connection 
with planning for petroleum allocations and rationing was 
circulated for Senior Staff information by the reference memo 
of July 24. 

The Senior Staff at its meeting on September I8 in connection 
with a review of the Status of Projects noted that a revised 
report by the Petroleum Administration for Defense on world- 
wide demand and supply of petroleum in the event of a major war 
would be distributed to the Senior Staff about November 30.
